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HOW  SKIMMING  EFFICIENCY  IS  BUILT 
INTO  THE  MASSEY  •  HARRIS  CREAM  SEPARATOR

Here  is  a  sectional  view  of  the  Massey-Harris  Cream 
Separator  Bowl.  Note  first  how  tightly  the  bowl  cover  fits 
down  on  the  base — a  perfect  leak-proof  joint.

“A,”  passing  down  into  the 
split  wing  which  speeds  up 
the  milk  at  the  centre  of 
the  bowl  before  distribut¬ 
ing  it  uniformly  from  top 
to  bottom  of  the  bowl. 

Skimming  takes  place 
between  the  discs,  the 
skim-milk  passing  out¬ 
ward  and  upward  to  the 
three  skim  milk  outlets, 
while  the  cream  passes  up 
between  the  “wings”  to 
the  cream  outlet,  which  is 
readily  adjustable  to  se¬ 
cure  cream  of  any  desirpd 
density. 

Both  the  skim-milk  and 
the  cream  have  clearly  de¬ 
fined  courses.  There  is  no 
re-mixing  after  separation 
which  takes  place  quickly 
and  surely.  Even  when 
running  a  thick  cream  with 
cold  milk  there  is  no  lia¬ 
bility  of  clogging  and  only 
the  merest  trace  of  cream 
is  left  in  the  skim  milk.

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Apparent  Complex  Life  History 
of  the  Azotobacter. 

Prof.  Dan.  H.  Jones,  Dept,  of  Bacterio'.og v.  O.  A.  C. 


THE  azotobacter  constitutes  a  genus 
of  aerobic  soil  bacteria  responsible 
for  the  direct  fixation  of  more  atmos¬ 
pheric  nitrogen  in  the  soil  than  any  other 
type  of  micro-organism  known,  hence 
they  are  a  very  important  factor  in  ag¬ 
riculture.  They'  ;were  discovered  and 
first  described  by  Beijerinck  in  1901. 

In  1910  the  writer  commenced  some 
investigational  work,  at  the  Bacteriologi¬ 
cal  Department  of  the  O.A.C.  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  or  not  it  were  possible  and 
practical  for  farmers  to  get  beneficial 
results  from  the  inoculation  of  the  soil 
with  azotobacter,  following  their  inten¬ 
sive  cultivation  in  the  laboratory,  as  in 
the  case  of  legume  seed  inoculation  with 
legume  bacteria.  A  prolonged  series  of 
experiments  indicated  that  not  much,  if 
any,  benefit  would  follow  the  practice. 
Tests  of  many  samples  of  arable  soil 
showed  that  the  azotobacter  were  al¬ 
ready  present  in  most  of  them,  their 
numbers  and  activity  being  determined 
largely  by  the  soil  condition,  particularly 
the  reaction.  In  acid  soils  they  were 
not  found,  and  as  the  azotobacter  will 
not  tolerate  the  smallest  amount  of 
acid  it  would  be  no  use  introducing  them 
by  inoculation  into  such  soils. 

During  the  investigation  a  number  of 
pure  cultures  of  azotobacter  were  ob¬ 
tained  from  various  soil  samples  and  a 


comparative  study  of  these  showed  four 
varieties  or  species  to  be  represented. 
Continued  observation  of  preparations 
made  from  these  cultures  at  various 
stages  of  their  cultural  development  re¬ 
vealed  certain  cell  phenomena,  a  des¬ 
cription  of  which  could  not  be  found  in 
the  literature  dealing  with  these  organ¬ 
isms.  The  phenomena  referred  to  had 
mainly  to  do  with  what  appeared  to  be 
a  method  of  multiplication  of  the  bac¬ 
terial  cells  additional  to  the  recognized 
method  of  multiplication  by  fission  com¬ 
mon  to  bacteria  in  general  and  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  the  only  way  by  which  bac¬ 
teria  multiplied. 

In  azotobacter  cultures  at  one  stage  of 
their  development  granules  appear  with¬ 
in  the  cells.  It  was  found  that  these 
granules  were  not  necessarily  all  of  one 
type,  but  that  there  were  at  last  two 
types  present,  judging  by  their  staining 
reactions.  The  granules  of  one  type 
gave  the  glycogen  reaction  when  treated 
with  iodine  potassium  iodide  solution, 
but  did  not  stain  with  various  anilin  dyes. 
These  granules  were  inert  and  appar¬ 
ently  composed  of  reserve  food  sub¬ 
stance.  The  other  type  of  granule  did 
not  give  the  glycogen  reaction,  but  did 
stain  with  various  anilin  dyes,  particu¬ 
larly  nuclear  stains.  They  appeared  to 
be  of  the  nature  of  gonidia  or  repro- 
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ductive  granules,  which,  on  disintegra¬ 
tion  of  the  mother  cell,  a  process  com¬ 
mon  in  actively  growing  cultures,  were 
liberated  and  began  to  grow  into  young 
normal  azotobacter  cells,  later  multiply¬ 
ing  by  fission. 

These  observations,  with  others,  were 
incorporated  in  a  paper  read  at  the  1912 
meetings  of  the  Society  of  American 
Bacteriologists,  and  the  1913  meetings 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada,  and 
published  in  the  records  of  these  socie¬ 
ties  and  in  the  Centralblatt  fur  Bakter- 
iologie,  1913. 

In  July,  1916,  Lohnis  and  Smith,  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
published  in  the  Journal  of  Agricultural 
Research  a  remarkable  paper  entitled, 
“Life  Cycles  of  the  Bacteria.'  In  this 
article  the  authors  state  that  the  life 
cycle  of  many,  if  not  all  species  of  bac¬ 
teria,  is  much  more  complex  than  has 
generally  been  considered  to  be  the  case. 

The  theory  which  they  advance  iiss 
that,  “All  bacteria  studied  live  in  an  or¬ 
ganized  and  in  an  amorphous  stage.  The 
latter  has  been  called  the  symplastic 
stage,  because  at  this  stage  the  living 
matter,  previously  enclosed  in  the  sep¬ 
arate  cells,  undergoes  a  thorough  mix¬ 
ing,  either  by  a  complete  disintegration 
of  the  cell  wall,  as  well  as  cell  content, 
or  by  a  melting  together  of  the  content 
of  many  cells,  which  leave  their  empty 
cell  walls  behind  them.  In  the  first 
case  a  stainable,  and  in  the  latter  an  un- 
stainable,  symplasm  is  produced.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  different  formation  and 
quality  of  the  symplasm  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  new  individual  cells  from  this 
stage  follows  various  lines.  In  all 
cases  “regenerative  units”  become  visi¬ 
ble.  These  increase  in  size,  turning  into 
regenerative  bodies,  which  later,  either 
by  germinating  or  stretching,  become 
cells  of  normal  shape.  In  some  cases 


the  regenerative  bodies  also  return  tem¬ 
porarily  into  the  symplastic  stage.” 

Whilst  Lohnis  and  Smith  base  their 
conclusions  on  many  observations  which 
they  made  on  cultures  of  various  species 
of  bacteria,  including  such  diverse  forms 
as  B.  subtilis,  Psen.  fluorescens ,  Bad. 
pneumoneae,  Sar.  flava,  Strep,  lactis, 
Lactobacillus  bulgaricus  and  others,  they 
use  the  azotobacter  life  cycle  more  than 
any  other  to  demonstrate  the  truth  of 
their  conclusions.  Whether  or  not  fur¬ 
ther  investigation  will  establish  all  the 
claims  made  by  Lohnis  and  Smith  re¬ 
garding  the  complexity  of  the  life  cycle 
of  bacteria  remains  to  be  seen. 

With  regard  to  the  theory  of  tiie 
“symplastic  stage”  in  the  life  cycle  of 
azotobacter  as  described  by  Lohnis  and 
Smith,  our  observations  of  the  four  va¬ 
rieties  studied  by  us  lead  us  to  conclude 
that  there  are  good  grounds  for  accept¬ 
ing  the  theory.  Such  clusters  of  cells 
referred  to  by  Lohnis  and  Smith  as 
“symplasm”  have  been  observed  by  us 
in  various  stages,  from  clusters  in  which 
the  individual  cells  were  well  defined, 
to  clusters  in  which  it  was  difficult  to 
distinguish  individual  cells,  but  in  which 
minute  stainable  granules  were  present 
in  considerable  numbers,  evidently  cor¬ 
responding  to  the  reproductive  granules 
of  Lohnis  and  Smith.  In  other  masses 
of  symplasm  these  granules  were  larger 
in  size  and  were  assuming  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  individual  cells,  and  in  still 
others  they  had  become  small  individual 
azotobacter  cells,  multiplying  by  fission. 

Previous  to  the  publication  of  Lohnis’ 
and  Smith’s  symplastic  theory,  we  had 
considered  these  clusters  to  be  mechani¬ 
cal  agglomerations  of  cells,  their  associ¬ 
ation  being  not  vital  but  accidental,  and 
the  formation  of  the  reproductive  gran¬ 
ules  with  their  subsequent  liberation 
being  identical  with  that  which  we  des- 
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cribed  in  1913  as  occurring  in  the  indi¬ 
vidual  azotobacter  colls. 

It  would  appear  from  the  above  that 
the  azotobacter  multiply  by  fission  in 
one  stage  of  their  life  cycle,  but  at  an¬ 
other  stage  they  multiply  by  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  reproductive  granules  which,  on 


disintegration  of  the  mother  cell,  are 
scattered,  giving  rise  to  a  number  of 
cells,  which  grow  and  multiply  by  fis¬ 
sion,  also  that  a  number  of  azotobacter 
cells  may  fuse  together,  the  cell  walls 
break  down,  the  cytoplasm  mix,  form¬ 
ing  the  “symplasm”  of  Lohnis  and

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Smith,  within  which  reproductive  gran¬ 
ules  develop  and  later  become  young 
azotobacter  cells. 

Other  methods  of  bacterial  multipli¬ 
cation  have  been  lately  described  for 
various  bacteria,  as,  for  example,  gerna- 
tion,  where  minute  bodies  are  produced 
as  buds  from  the  parent  cell. 

Claims  have  been  made  that  some  of 
the  so-called  filterable  viruses  are  due 
to  the  presence  of  very  minute  bodies 
produced  in  this  way. 

Doctor  E.  C.  Hort,  of  England,  work¬ 
ing  in  connection  with  typhus  fever, 


claims  to  have  developed  from  the  filter¬ 
able  virus  that  causes  this  disease,  a  non- 
filterable  organism  which  will  also  cause 
the  disease,  his  conclusion  being  that  fil¬ 
terable  virus  is  only  one  stage  in  the 
complex  life  cycle  of  the  organism  that 
is  non-filterable  in  another  stage  of  its 
life  cycle. 

If  these  claims  are  substantiated  it 
is  apparent  that  the  opinions  hitherto 
held  concerning  the  simplicity  of  the  life 
cycle  of  bacteria  will  have  to  be  consid¬ 
erably  modified. 


Music’s  Place  on  the  Curriculum. 

An  Appreciation  of  our  English  Course. 


A  MAN  was  once  asked  if  he  liked 
music.  “Yes,”  he  replied,  “I 
much  prefer  music  to  popular  songs.” 
And  why?  Probably  for  many  reasons, 
but  perhaps  this  is  one  of  them.  A 
knowledge  of  “ragtime”  is  like  a  vocabu¬ 
lary  of  slang.  Slang  is  constantly 
changing;  every  new  slang  word  placed 
in  your  vocabulary  is  not  an  addition  to 
it  but  simply  a  substitution.  A  few 
years  ago  you  would  say  “Come  off  the 
perch,”  where  now  you  would  use  “beat 
it.”  Slang  does  not  increase  your  stock 
of  useful  expressions,  and  so  it  is  with 
“slang”  music.  “Blowing  Bubbles”  has 
had  its  day;  now  “Feather  Your  Nest” 
is  on  the  ear  ;  to-morrow  it  will  be  some¬ 
thing  else.  Herein  is  one  of  Dr.  Ste¬ 
venson’s  aims  in  placing  music  on  the 


O.A.C.  curriculum.  That  is,  to  awaken 
a  lasting  appreciation  of  music  that  has 
stood  the  test  of  time,  just  as  the  works 
of  Shakespeare  have  in  the  realm 
of  literature.  Dr.  Stevenson  is  endea¬ 
voring  to  equip  every  O.A.C.  student 
with  a  taste  for  good  music — a  taste 
that  will  continue  vto  grow  as  the  years 
go  by  and  will  serve  as  one  channel  of 
refreshing  entertainment  for  the  ex¬ 
student  on  his  journey  across  the  years. 

The  Gramophone,  which  was  purchas¬ 
ed  four  years  ago  for  the  use  of  the 
English  Department,  has  to  this  day 
been  in  constant  use.  Every  student 
who  has  studied  English  at  the  College 
since  1917  has  repeatedly  listened  to  this 
instrument  reproduce  nothing  but  the 
finest  of  available  music.  At  first,  by 
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many,  the  wisdom  of  the  scheme  was 
doubted.  It  was  a  new  idea  and,  as  is 
often  the  case,  new  projects  are  sneered 
at  until  someone’s  perseverance  has  es¬ 
tablished  their  worthiness.  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  student  who  has  never  before 
heard  a  “Messiah”  selection  and  knows 
little  of  its  significance,  is  very  likely  to 
find  it  uninteresting  and  consequently  is 
inclined  to  thoughtlessly  ridicule  it.  He 
may  never  choose  to  hear  it  again.  Just 
such  a  fallacy  as  this  the  English  De¬ 
partment  is  striving  to  correct — and  suc¬ 
cess  is  evident.  Men  who  have  been 
here  for  the  past  three  years  have  heard 
the  best  selections  of  the  “Messiah”  at 
least  three  times,  and  each  time  Dr.  Ste¬ 
venson  has  gtiven  lucidly  the  back¬ 
ground  of  the  music.  In  other  words  a 
taste  for  good  music — the  “Messiah”  is 


just  one  example — is  being  cultivated  by 
making  it  familiar  to  the  student.  And 
the  result  is  gratifying;  to-day  there  are 
numerous  converts.  Three  or  four 
years  ago  many  who  were  cynical  are 
now  quite  emphatic  in  stating  that  “Dr. 
Stevenson’s  music”  is  one  of  the  most 
enjoyable  things  in  the  entire  course. 

It  is  the  aim  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Steven¬ 
son  that  a  phonograph,  with  a  good  se¬ 
lection  of  records,  be  placed  in  every 
rural  school  of  Ontraio.  Is  the  idea 
not  a  most  worthy  one?  Could  the  re¬ 
turns  in  after  years  be  estimated  in  the 
same  kind  of  dollars  as  are  paid  for 
these  machines  ?  Undoubtedly  no !  Here 
the  result  has  not  been  a  fantasy;  the 
testimony  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College  is  a  forceful  and  unquestionable 
proof.

C.  G.  D.  Roberts  in  TonDay  (London.) 
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Bliss  Carman  at  the  O.  A.  C. 


ON  the  8th  and  9th  of  February  the 
O.  A.  C.  and  the  City  of  Guelph 
had  the  honour  of  entertaining  Bliss 
Carman,  and  the  privilege  of  hearing 
the  poet  speak  and  give  readings  from 
his  own  poems.  Mr.  Carman’s  reputa¬ 


tion  is  international ;  but,  although  he 
has  made  his  home  in  the  New  England 
hills  of  Connecticut,  he  was  born  and 
bred  in  New  Brunswick,  and,  as  he 
took  occasion  to  explain,  the  Canadian 
influence  has  made  itself  felt  in  all  his 


writings,  his  later  works  included.  A 
year  ago  Mr.  Carman’s  health  was  in 
very  great  danger,  but,  thanks  to  expert 
care  and  the  bracing  air  of  the  Adrion- 
dack  woods,  he  has  sufficiently  recover¬ 
ed  to  spend  a  short  time  in  visiting  the 


land  of  his  birth,  which  has  been  de¬ 
lighted  to  welcome  so  distinguished  a 
son.  Dr.  Stevenson,  who  has  always 
been  an  enthusiast  on  Canadian  poetry, 
was  fortunate  enough  to  secure  Mr. 
Carman  for  two  evenings.  Students 
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were  £wen  the  first  opportunity  of  buy¬ 
ing  tickets,  and  then  town-people,  and 
Massey  Hall  was  sold  out  for  both 
nights. 

Bliss  Carman  is  a  very  tall  man,  slight¬ 
ly  stooped,  and  still  a  little  frail  after 
his  illness;  his  face,  at  once  striking  and 
sensitive,  crowned  with  a  shock  of  yel¬ 
low-brown  hair — and  his  hands  long  and 
slender.  Any  who  felt,  upon  first  see¬ 
ing  him,  that  poets  are  men  set  apart, 
with  little  in  common  with  ordinary 
mortals,  lost  their  awe  the  first  time  that 
Mr.  Carman  smiled.  The  simple  and 
natural  manner  of  the  man;  the  charm¬ 
ing  way  in  which  he  spoke,  particularly 
of  his  friend,  James  Whitcomb  Riley, 
won  his  audiences  completely.  Even 
the  children  were  delighted  with  his 
reading  of  “The  Ships  of  Yule”  and 
child  poems. 

Those  who  have  had  the  rare  plea¬ 
sure  of  knowing  Bliss  Carman  person¬ 
ally,  have  found  him  ‘as  natural  and  as 
unaffected  as  his  verse ;  an  entertaining 
talker,  when  in  the  mood  for  talk,  with 
a  keen  and  kindly  sense  of  humour. 
Perhaps  what  strikes  one  most  is  the 
serenity  and  poise  of  his  mind ;  his  un¬ 
hurried  and  leisurely  outlook  on  the 
bustling,  scurrying  world  about  him. 
True  to  the  philosophy  of  his  poetry,  he 
seems  to  be  in  touch  with  the  calm  and 
joy  of  living  that  fills  the  great  natural 
life  that  he  loves.  He  describes  himself 
in  his  “Ballad  of  St.  Kavin” — ■ 

“Body  of  a  battered  Greek, 

Gothic  epicure  of  soul, 

Living  only  by  the  week — • 

Half  content  with  half  a  dole — ” 
Mr.  Carman’s  program  was  varied. 
He  divided  it  into  three  parts :  the  first, 
readings  from  his  earlier  books :  the 
second,  readings  from  Riley’s  poems, 


and  some  of  his  own  later  nature  poems. 
His  “Flower  Poems”  and  two  unrhymed 
sonnets  on  “Autumn”  and  “Winter,” 
were  particularly  delightful.  On  the 
first  night  he  closed  with  some  war 
verse :  on  the  second,  with  a  beautiful 
little  lyric,  “Vestigia,”  and  a  ballad  of 
Old  Britanny,  neither  jof  which  have 
yet  appeared  in  print. 

To  those  who  have  any  appreciation 
of  poetry,  and  that  of  our  Canadian- 
born  poets  in  particular,  the  visit  of 
Bliss  Camian  is  a  delightful  memory, 
and  one  to  treasure.  As  he  himself 
made  clear,  Carman’s  work,  both  early 
and  late,  has  been  done  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  a  group  of  young  Canadian 
poets  who  began  about  the  close  of  the 
last  century,  to  interpret  nature  in  an 
entirely  new  way.  Most  of  these  poets, 
unfortunately,  have  had  to  turn  their 
hand  to  prose  to  find  a  living.  Some 
have  been  successful,  and  have  remain¬ 
ed  in  Canada.  Carman,  an  unwavering 
devotee  of  the  “thankless  muse,”  has 
been  forced  to  make  his  home  nearer  to 
New  York,  which  is  practically  the  only 
market  for  verse  on  the  continent.  If 
our  poets  have  deserted  their  native 
land  in  body,  tho’  not  in  spirit,  it  is  be¬ 
cause  lnodern  civilization  has  not  yet 
found  a  means  of  paying  them  adequate¬ 
ly  for  the  beautiful  things  that  they 
create  for  all  time.  Carman’s  measure 
of  recognition  has  been  greater  than 
most :  his  visit  has  been  a  series  of  ova¬ 
tions  from  our  Ontario  cities.  Now  he 
goes  back  to  his  home  in  the  Connecticut 
hills,  to  live  according  to  his  own  man¬ 
date — * 

“ Take  thou  no  heed  that  Life  is  short, 

\ 

And  less  that  Art  is  long — 

Success  is  in  the  silences, 

Tho’  Lame  be  in  the  song.” 
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The  Duroc  Jersey  Hog  in  Ontario.

THE  popularity  of  the  Duroc  Jersey 
Hog  in  Ontario  to-day  may  be 
traced  back  to  the  year  1916.  At  this 
time  very  little  enthusiasm  was  shown 
for  this  breed.  The  writer  was  then 
upholding  the  merits  of  the  Yorkshire 
and  Berkshire  breeds,  but  owing  to  some 
criticism  by  the  general  manager  of 
whose  farm  he  was  in  charge,  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  when  striving  for 
the  highest  profit,  a  change  in  breed  was 
needed. 


ite  gilt.  Close  observation  by  people  in¬ 
terested  in  this  breed  convinced  them 
that  a  few  extra  dollars  devoted  to  the 
purchase  of  high  grade  stock  to  intro¬ 
duce  into  their  herds,  was  a  good  invest¬ 
ment.  One  neighbor  watched  his  other 
neighbor’s  pigs  thrive,  and  in  a  short 
time  the  demand  for  red  hogs  was 
greater  than  the  supply.  No  better  pro¬ 
motion  work  has  been  done  by  Duroc 
men  than  by  men  advocating  other 
breeds ;  no  more  money  has  been  spent

The  hog,  of  which  an  illustration  ap¬ 
pears  below,  was  one  of  a  trio  imported 
from  the  United  States.  Their  impor¬ 
tation  into  Canada  was  one  of  great  dif¬ 
ficulty,  owing  to  stringent  regulations 
existing  at  that  time.  However,  the  re¬ 
quirements  were  fulfilled,  and  after 
thirty  days  quarantine,  the  modern, 
Durocs  had  their  naturalization  papers 
to  make  good  in  the  Dominion  of  Can¬ 
ada.  Offspring  from  these  new  blood 
lines  were  in  great  demand,  but  prices 
barred  many  from  buying  their  favour- 


on  Duroc  propaganda,  but,  wherever  the 
Duroc  has  been  placed  he  has  made 
good.  This  is  the  reason  why  he  is 
passing  all  competition.  He  has  more 
than  held  his  own  in  the  South-western 
Peninsula  of  Ontario,  and  is  becoming 
widely  and  favourably  known  in  many 
counties  all  over  Ontario,  where  he  is 
enjoying  the  luxuries  of  dairy  by-pro¬ 
ducts,  which  are  almost  absent  from 
his  rations  in  the  “corn-belt  home.” 
Duroc  hogs,  like  all  other  breeds,  thrive 
best  with  plenty  of  milk  and  middlings, 
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but,  when  deprived  of  these  they  are 
adaptable  to  any  condition  suitable  for 
hog  production.  They  have  advantages 
over  other  breeds  as  grazers,  and  are 
commended  for  their  production  of  man¬ 
ure  on  the  fruit  farm,  where  other  live 
stock  cannot  be  kept.  In  summer  time 
they  are  not  affected  by  sun  scald.  In 
the  winter  they  have  the  faculty  of 
standing  cold  weather,  and  they  are  yet 
to  be  found  subject  to  mange,  so  com¬ 
mon  and  troublesome  in  other  breeds. 

In  November,  1919,  when  the  Ontario 
Duroc  Jersey  Breeders’  Association  was 
formed,  the  prevailing  idea  was  that 
very  few  members  could  be  obtained 
outside  of  Essex  County.  To-day  many 
very  active  members  are  found  in  Kent, 
Lambton,  Elgin,  Middlesex,  and  other 
Counties  further  East.  Three  very 
successful  sales  have  been  conducted  by 
this  association,  and  the  high  prices  ob¬ 
tained  for  this  stock  show  an  increasing 
demand  for  the  Duroc.  The  best  ex- 
’  ample  of  this  is  the  sale  of  a  Duroc  sow 
at  the  Peninsula  Live  Stock  Sale  at 
Chatham  for  the  pleasing  sum  of  $350. 
At  this  sale  all  other  breeds  were  com¬ 
peting  for  top  price,  but  the  red  hog  won 
the  honours.  Another  very  interesting 
feature  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Canadian  Swine  Breeders’  Association 
for  1920,  the  opening  paragraph  of 
which  queues  as  follows  in  respect  to 
the  inroads, of  the  Duroc  in  Ontario: 


At  present  there  are  42  Durocs  in 
quarantine  at  Windsor,  and  these,  when 
the  time  comes,  will  help  to  swell  the 
Duroc  Jersey  population  of  Canada. 

The  Duroc  hog  is  an  efficient  meat 
producing  animal.  In  a  test  carried  on 
at  the  Kentucky  Experiment  Station  in 
1918,  a  red  hog  made  record  gains.  As 
a  two  year  old  he  gained  210  lbs.  in 
twenty-six  days,  an  average  better  than 
eight  pounds  per  day.  This  animal  ate 
three  gallons  of  thick  slop  night  and 
morning,  and  at  noon  was  fed  garbage. 
He  was  weighed  each  day  by  officials 
in  charge,  and  on  several  of  these  days 
he  gained  better  than  ten  pounds  per 
day.  A  son  of  Much  Col.  Principal  Jl, 
of  which  a'  cut  appears  above,  weighed 
725  lbs.  at  fifteen  months  of  age -and 
was  still  increasing  in  weight. 

To-day  there  are  nine  families  of  well- 
known  blood  lines,  but  each  and  all  of 
these  run  back  to  two  sources.  Those 
two  main  stems  are  the  Colonel  and  Pro¬ 
tection.  They  had  their  inception  in  the 
Miami  Valley  of  Ohio,  where  other 
breeds  were  founded  and  real  hog  busi¬ 
ness  begun.  Good  pedigree  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  lead  the  way  to  improvement, 
but  a  pedigree  with  a  poor  individual  is 
a  delusion,  and  a  poor  foundation  on 
which  to  try  to  build  better. 

Durocs  are  money-makers,  as  can  be 
proven  in  any  locality  where  they  are 
raised.  The  farmer  who  has  raised 
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them  along  with  his  other  farm  activi¬ 
ties,  has  made  money  and  paid  mort¬ 
gages.  The  Duroc  is  the  most  econo¬ 
mical  producer  of  human  food  among 
farm  animals;  100  lbs.  of  digestible  nu¬ 
trients  fed  to  him  will  produce  15.6  lbs. 
of  pork,  so  say .  experiments  carried  on 
at  the  Geneva  Experiment  Station,  while 
the  dairy  cow  produced  18  lbs.  of  milk 
on  100  lbs.  of  digestible  nutrients.  But 
the  Duroc  hog  produced  his  15.6  lbs.  of 
meat  without  the  labor  required  to  take 


care  of  the  cow.  In  this  day  of  labor 
shortage  hog  growing  should  appeal  to 
the  farmer  and  feeder.  Swine  raising 
must  be  done  with  up-to-date  machinery, 
the  same  as  any  other  modern  operation. 
In  selecting  hogs  to  be  kept  the  farmer 
should  select  animals  that  will  make 
economical  gains,  be  good  mothers,  ra¬ 
pid  developers,  profitable  feeders,  good 
foragers,  large  in  type  and  easy  to 
handle. 


Soldier  Settlement  in  Ontario. 


NO  feature  of  the  post-war  activities 
of  the  Federal  Government  has 
been  more  discussed  and  commended 
than  the  placing  of  returned  soldiers  on 
farms.  This  work  has  developed  in  a 
remarkable  way  since  the  Spring  of 
1919,  when,  owing  to  the  rapid  demobili¬ 
zation  of  the  Canadian  army,  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  decided  to  extend  the  loan  pri¬ 
vileges  of  the  Act  of  1917  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  enabling  veterans  to  purchase 
land  in  any  Province. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1920,  in  Ontario 
alone,  the  Soldier  Settlement  Board  has 
loaned  over  $6,000,000  to  over  1,400 
returned  men. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  at  great 
length  the  main  features  of  this  bene¬ 
ficial  legislation.  It  may,  however,  be 
remarked  that  the  general  purpose  of 
the  Act,  as  announced  by  Right  Honour¬ 
able  Arthur  Meighen,  who  was  in  charge 
of  the  Department  at  the  time,  was  to 
develop  our  idle  lands  and  increase  ag¬

ricultural  production,  at  the  same  time 
affording  an  opportunity  to  many  young 
men  to  take  up  agriculture  as  a  vocation 
on  their  return  from  overseas. 

It  is  difficult  to  visualize  what  this’ 
immense  development  means  to  Canada. 
The  fact  that  more  than  20,000  returned 
men  have  taken  advantage  of  the  Act 
and  have  received  Government  assist¬ 
ance  to  the  amount  of  $81,000,000  may 
not  mean  much  to  the  ordinary  citizen 
who  has  not  the  time  to  digest 
figures.  Major  Barnett,  chairman  of 
the  Board,  in  an  address  ,at  London, 
Out.,  recently,  compared  results  of  sol¬ 
dier  settlement  with  the  *  tnal  popula¬ 
tion  figures  of  some  populous  counties 
in  Western  Ontario.  The  number  of 
men  settled  by  the  Board,  he  said,  was 
equivalent  to  the  entire  male  population 
of  the  County  of  Perth,  plus  one-half 
of  the  population  of  the  County  of  El¬ 
gin.  The  chairman  also  quoted  other 
significant  figures.  There  had  been,  as 
a  result  of  this  development,  an  area  of 
202,730  acres  of  new  land  broken  dur¬ 
ing  1920  by  soldier  settlers.  The  area 
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of  land  taken  up  by  soldier  settlers  in 
the  Dominion  amounted  to  3,371,000 
acres.  Of  the  $81,000,000  loaned  to  sol¬ 
dier  settlers,  $45,000,000  was  the  am¬ 
ount  approved  for  the  purchase  of  land ; 
$25,000,000  for  stock  and  equipment; 
$9,500,000  for  permanent  improvements, 
and  over  $2,000,000  for  the  removal  of 
encumbrances  on  farms  already  owned 
by  returned  soldiers. 

In  the  purchase  of  implements  for 
soldier  farmers  the  Board  effected  a 
saving  of  $742,568,  because  of  favorable 
arrangements  it  has  made  with  machin¬ 
ery  companies.  This  is  only  one  of  the 
many  advantages  a  soldier  settler  has 
over  a  civilian  farmer.  A  big  saving 
also  has  been  effected  in  the  purchase 
of  live  stock,  while  there  has  been  an 
estimated  saving  in  the  purchase  of  land 
of  nearly  $3,000,000. 

Will  these  soldier  settlers  fulfill  the 
hopes  of  the  promoters  of  this  scheme? 
Will  they  make  good?  No  one  can 
determine  that,  but  certainly  the  results 
of  the  past  two  years  lead  to  the  belief 
that  the  percentage  of  failures  will  be 
very  small  indeed.  In  the  late  Fall  the 
first  of  the  repayments  on  these  loans 
fell  due.  About  12,500  veterans  who 
were  settled  in  1919  were  expected  to 
make  payments  on  principal  and  interest. 
More  than  8,000  met  their  payments 
promptly,  about  67  per  cent. 

A  survey  of  the  prospects  of  the  men 


settled  on  the  land  by  the  Board  reveal¬ 
ed  the  fact  that  not  more  than  five  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  number  will  not  make 
good,  and  this  includes  cases  of  men 
who  had  died,  or  who  have  suffered  a 
recurrence  of  war  disabilities,  or  have 
had  some  domestic  trouble,  which  oper¬ 
ated  against  their  success.  There  were, 
of  course,  local  districts  where,  owing 
to  drought  or  other  visitations  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  the  crops  did  not  materialize  to 
the  extent  necessary  to  place  the  settler 
well  on  his  feet,  but  this  was  a  situation 
which  was  beyond  their  power  to  meet 
and  in  such  cases  the  amortized  pay¬ 
ments  have  been  deferred.  The  result 
of  the  first  full  year  for  these  settlers 
has  been,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfac¬ 
tory.  It  illustrates  one  of  the  features 
of  the  settlement  program, — that  the 
men  must  be  selected  with  extreme  care. 
It  shows  that  the  Governmnt  has  in 
most  cases  wisely  selected  the  new  set¬ 
tlers  and  that  they  possses  the  necessary 
qualities  of  mind  and  body  to  enable 
them  successfully  to  wrest  a  living  from 
the  land.  A  great  many  settlers  in  their 
first  year  did  more  than  was  expected  of 
them.  In  addition  to  building  homes 
for  themselves,  they  broke  a  good  deal 
of  new  land  and  enhanced  greatly  the 
value  of  their  farms.  More  than  300 
had  returned  to  the  Board  at  the  close 
of  the  year  all  that  they  borrowed.

The  wounded  Canadian  pulled  him¬ 
self  painfully  up  into  a  sitting  position,

Four  inches, — three  and  one- 
half.— three, — the  burning  pain  stabbed 
again,  and  again  he  drew  back.  A  fu¬ 
tile  anger  seized  him,  shook  him,  and 
passed, — the  sudden,  unreasoning  ner¬ 
vous  anger  of  the  broken  man. 

Again,  he  drew  himsell  up,  punched 
down  the  pillows,  grasped  and  turned 
the  iron  splint  with  his  left  hand,  and 
leaned  out  precariously  to  the  right. 
Three  and  one-half,—  three, — two  and 
one-half , — two, — the  bone  grated,  the 
pain  griped,  and  he  sank  back  among 
his  pillows,  gasping,  trembling,  with  the 
sweat  beading  his  forehead.  Again  the 
anger  flared  through  him,  and  left  him 
weak  and  shaken. 

The  man  in  the  next  cot  eyed  him 
curiously,  comprehendingly.  “Silly 
ass,”  said  he  dispassionately.  “Why 
don’t  you  call  the  nurse?  You  know 
dashed  well  you  can’t  make  it.” 

The  Canadian  wiped  the  sweat  from 
his  brow.  “I  know  I’m  a  nut  to  try 
it,”  he  said  with  a  wan  grin.  “But  I 
sure  do  hate  lying  here  like  a  mud-turtle 


in  its  shell  and  having  to  yell  for  help 
every  time  I  want  anything.  It’s  no 
bon.  Homsomdever  ’d  ’y’  see,  there’s 
no  help  for  it. — Hey,  Nurse!” 

There  was  no  reply. 

“Staff-Nurse !”  Still  there  came  no 
answer. 

“See-iss-tair  darlint!”  There  was  a 
subdued  laugh  in  the  box-like  little  office 
at  the  end  of  the  ward,  but  no  Sister  ap¬ 
peared. 

“Orderly!  He’s  out-of-bed!”  \ 
swish  of  skirts,  a  flutter  of  white  head¬ 
dress,  and  the  Sister  in  charge  of  the 
ward  swept  into  view.  The  ward  titter¬ 
ed.  “I  thought  that’d  fetch  you!”  said 
the  Canadian.  “There’s  a  box  from 
home,  a  bunch  of  magazines  and  a  writ¬ 
ing  pad  in  the  top  of  the  locker  there, 
Sister,”  he  continued.  “Would  you 
mind  digging  ’em  out  for  me,  that’s  a 
dear  ?” 

“Oh,  you  Canadians!”  exclaimed  the 
Sister.  “You  are  so  exasperating !”  But 
she  brought  out  the  locker’s  contents, 
nevertheless,  and  moved  the  locker 
closer  to  the  bed. 

“Now,  the  ink,  Sister.” 

“No,  you  don’t!”  cried  the  Sister, 
“Not  if  I  know  it!  No  more  shows 
with  the  Matron  over  ink-spots!  Use 
a  pencil !” 

“All  right,  Sister.  Anything  t’oblige  a 
lady!  Many  a  time  my  father  says  to 
me,  ‘John,  never  disoblige  a  lady!  Never 
show  disrespect;  fior  a  lady!  Never 
swear  before  a  lady!’  An’  I’ve  always 
remembered  it,  Sister;  you  know,  I  al¬ 
ways  let  the  lady  swear  first,  don’t  I, 
Sister?” 
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“Shove  a  sock  in  it,  Canada!'’  replied 
the  lady. 

“Aw,  look  here,  Sister,  you  might 
back  a  fellow  up;  you  know  it's  true! 
D’  you  know  what  Jock  and  I  did  to 
the  last  Sister  who  wouldn’t  back  us  up 
in  our  statements?  You  don’t?  Well, 
I’ll  tell  you.”  He  paused  impressively. 
“We  married  her  off!  Fact!  We  kid¬ 
ded  her  into  marryin’  the  M.O.  over  in 
George  East  Ward!  We’re  dangerous, 
Jock  an’  I,  if  we’re  not  treated  right!” 
Again  he  paused  and  nodded  solemnly. 

“Now,  Canada,  I  can’t  stand  here  all 
day  listening  to  your  babble,”  said  the 
Sister,  severely.  (She  had  flushed  a 
sudden  rosy-red ;  the  shot  regarding  the 
“M.  O.  over  in  George  East”  had  struck 
home.)  “Is  there  anything  else  you 
wish  done  before  I  go  back  to  my 
books  ?” 

“No  bad  feeling,  Sister?”  questioned 
the  Canadian,  anxiously.  “We  don’t 
want  to  lose  you,  you  know!  Jock  an’ 
I  wouldn’t  marry  you  off  for  the  world! 
We  know  a  peach  when  we  see  one, 
don’t  we,  Jock?” 

— “Well,  so  sorry  you  must  go,  Sister. 
Have  a  ‘choc.’  Go  on,  have  another ; 
they’re  pre-war  or  post-bellum  or  some¬ 
thing;  anyway  they  aren’t  this  sawdust 
and  tanbark  combination  we  get  over 
here. — Well,  so  long!” 

The  ward  chuckled  quietly  and  set¬ 
tled  down  once  more.  The  daily  conver¬ 
sation  between  “Sister”  and  “Canada” 
was  over.

The  Canadian  propped  himself  up 
among  the  pillows  once  more,  balanced 
the  writing  pad  on  his  knee,  and  com¬ 
menced  his  weekly  letter  home. 

‘Dear  People’ :  he  wrote,  slowly  and 
carefully.  ‘Since  last  writing  I’ve  been 
transferred  to  another  ward.  You’ll 
be  glad  to  hear  that  this  ward  is  for 


more  promising  cases  than  the  other 
one.  Since  I’ve  been  here,  in  fact,  the 
death-screens  have  only  been  put  up 
around  one  fellow,  and  they  had  to  be 
taken  down  again  at  that ;  the  chap 
wouldn’t  die !  So  you  see  the  cases  in 
this  ward  are  much  better  than  in  my 
old  one,  and  I  must  be  improving  to  get 
into  this  outfit!’  He  stopped  to  rest. 
“I  wonder  what  they’d  think  if  they 
knew  it  was  my  bed  the  screen  went  up 
around,”  he  mused.  “Oh,  well,  what 
they  don’t  know  won’t  hurt  ’em.” 

‘This  ward  is  the  same  as  the  other; — - 
the  same  long  double  line  of  white  cots 
slung  on  chains  from  the  ceiling,  with 
the  sun  pouring  in  through  the  windows. 
He  paused  again.  The  everlasting  No¬ 
vember  rain  beat  in  gusts  upon  the  win¬ 
dows,  and  the  wind  soughed  through 
the  dark  and  dripping  trees  without. 

‘We  are  a  cosmopolitan  lot  in  this 
ward.  The-M.  O.  is  a  Yank  from  Yale, 
the  Sister  is  English,  the  Staff-Nurse  is 
Scotch,  the  Night-Sister  is  Welsh,  and 
the  Massage-Sister  is  Irish.  By  the 
way,  a  lot  of  the  fellows  are  bringing 
home  English  brides :  I  'can’t  say  I 
blame  ’em!

Tractor  Speed  in  Plowing 

What  Should  it  Be? 


At  this  time  of  the  year  there  are 
many  farmers  who  are  contemplating 
the  purchase  of  tractors.  They  are  en¬ 
tirely  at  sea  as  to  what  type  or  size  of 
tractor  they  require.  They  do  know, 
however,  that  they  want  to  do  their 
plowing  with  the  machine,  and  they  are 
faced  with  the  problem  of  speed.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  this  article  to  discuss  the 
knotty  problem. 

Successful  agriculture  depends  upon 
the  right  kind  of  plowing.  A  man  who 
has  made  a  study  of  this  subject  asserts 


that  the  farmer  to-day  is  not  as  good 
a  plowboy  as  he  was  in  the  days  when 
walking  plows  were  the  only  available 
implements.  The  reason  given  is  that 
the  walking  plow  had  to  be  adjusted 
right,  or  it  would  be  so  tiring  that  the 
man  could  not  continue  to  operate  it. 
Naturally,  when  the  plow  was  properly 
adjusted,  it  was  turning  a  proper  fur¬ 
row. 

The  wheel  plow  can  be  operated  with¬ 
out  this  precise  adjustment,  and  the  in¬ 
experienced  plowman  may  make  his  mis- 
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take  right  here.  Careless  plowing  can 
do  more  to  decrease  crop  yields  than 
any  other  tillage  operation. 

Proper  plowing  means  that  the  ground 
must  be  thoroughly  pulverized  fr'om 
the  top  to  the  bottom  of  the  furrow. 
Good  plowing  depends  upon  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  soil  and  the  shape  of  the 
mouldboard.  The  shape  of  the 

mouldboard  determines  the  amount  of 
pulverizing  the  soil  will  receive,  and  on 
this  depends  the  draft. 

At  any  time  it  requires  a  great  expen¬ 
diture  of  energy  to  do  good  plowing.  It 
is  natural  to  try  and  keep  the  draft  as  low 
as  possible,  but  this  should  be  done  by 
proper  adjustment  rather  than  a  sacri¬ 
fice  in  the  quality  of  the  work  done. 

These  facts  have  a  direct  and  im¬ 
portant  bearing  upon  the  determination 
of  what  shall  be  considered  by  the  farm¬ 
er  as  4he  best  speed  for  plowing.  The 
idea  of  speeding  up  plows  looks  attract¬ 
ive  and  plausible  on  the  face  of  it.  It 
appears  to  be  obvious  that  if  a  tractor, 
moving  2  M.  P.  H.,  with  three  14  inch 
plows  will  plow  8.5  acres  in  10  hours, 
which  it  will,  it  will  plow  17  acres  in 
the  same  time  if  the  tractor  speed  be 
doubled.  This  also  appears  like  doubl¬ 
ing  efficiency. 

It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  oldest  builders  of  plows 
and  tractors  does  not  agree  with  this 
speeding  up  of  plowing.  If  it  were  an  ad¬ 
vantage  to  plow  at  8  miles  per  hour, 
they  would  have  adopted  speed  long  ago 
One  concern  has  the  following  to  say: 

The  speed  of  tractors  is  necessarily 
limited  by  the  ability  of  mouldboards 
to  turn  suitable  furrows.  Machines  de¬ 
signed  to  operate  with  horses,  such  as 
mowers,  binders,  grain  drills,  etc.,  will 
not  work  satisfactorily  at  much  higher 
speeds  than  those  at  which  horses  will 
walk.  Higher  tractor  speeds,  there¬ 


fore,  would  necessitate  re-designing 
nearly  all  farm  machinery  for  use  with 
tractors  only.” 

The  question  of  speed  also  leads  up  to 
the  point  of  draw-bar  pull.  An  in¬ 
crease  in  speed  means  that  there  must  be 
a  reduction  in  drawbar  pull.  This  reduc¬ 
tion  is  also  considerably  greater  than 
would  be  offset  by  an  increase  in  speed. 
In  order  to  overcome  this  handicap,  an 
increase  in  horse-power,  and  in  the  size 
and  strength  of  the  tractor  would  have 
to  be  adopted ;  and  the  result  would  be 
a  larger  and  heavier  machine,  which 
would  be  a  departure  from  the  small 
size,  economical  tractor  in  demand. 

Another  experienced  concern  says  the 
following  with  regard  to  speed  : — • 

“As  most  tractors  are  purchased  with 
a  view  to  their  use  in  connection  with 
plows,  the  speed  of  the  tractor  should  be 
that  which  will  best  suit  the  plow  with 
which  it  will  be  used.  Plows  were  de¬ 
signed  with  a  mouldboard  shape  suit¬ 
ed  to  the  average  travel  of  horses.  A 
slower  speed  will  result  in  the  improper 
and  inadequate  turning  of  the  soil,  and 
a  materially  faster  speed  will  result  in 
throwing  the  soil  too  far,  and  in  ragged, 
uneven,  and  unsatisfactory  plowing. 
Plows  have  been  more  or  less  standard¬ 
ized,  and  although  they  might  be  de¬ 
signed  to  suit  any  speed  of  travel,  it 
would  hardly  be  feasible  to  entirely  re¬ 
volutionize  the  plow  manufacturing  in¬ 
dustry  to  meet  the  desire  of  some  per¬ 
son  for  a  plow  that  could  be  drawn  at 
a  greater  speed,  with  a  resulting  multi¬ 
plication  of  types,  because  the  manufac¬ 
turer  would  still  have  to  furnish  that 
type  adapted  to  animal  power.” 

Soil  conditions  will  also  materially  af¬ 
fect  the  speed.  The  resistance  of  soils 
varies  greatly.  The  resistance  per 
square  inch  of  furrow  slice  to  be  over¬ 
come  in  different  soils  is  as  follows : — 
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Sandy  soil,  3  lbs. ;  corn  stubble,  3  lbs. ; 
wheat  stubble,  4  lbs.;  June  grass  sod, 
6  lbs. ;  clover  sod,  7  lbs. ;  clay  soil  8  lbs. ; 
prairie  and  virgin  sod,  15  lbs.;  gumbo, 
20  lbs.  There  is  also  the  increased  fric¬ 
tion  induced  in  soil  by  an  increase  in 
speed.  These  factors  will  materially 
affect  the  efficiency  of  the  tractor,  be¬ 
cause  of  their  ever  changing  value, 
which  value  is  much  higher  in  fast  plow¬ 
ing. 

From  the  foregonig  remarks  it  must 
be  evident  that  to  increase  the  plowing 
speed  of  a  tractor  unduly  is  a  mistake. 
The  Society  of  Automotive  Engineers, 
the  best  authority  on  tractor  subjects 


on  this  continent,  recommends  that  a 
speed  of  2  1-3  M.  P.  H.  be  adopted  as 
the  standard  speed  for  plowing  tractors. 
A  considerable  number  of  manufactur¬ 
ers  have  not,  as  yet,  adopted  this  recom¬ 
mendation,  but  it  is  conceded  by  the 
best  and  oldest  concerns  that  tractors 
and  plows  that  work  at  a  speed  much 
in  excess  of  2  1-2  M.  P.  H.  are  not 
doing  the  best  possible  job  unless  they 
have  been  specially  designed  for  a  par¬ 
ticular  purpose,  which  is  not  often  the 
case.  J.  H.  SHAW.

In  the  Province  of  Ontario  there  are  approximately  ten  thousand 
men  engaged  in  apiculture  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  handling  in  all 
considerably  in  excess  of  one  hundred  thousand  colonies  of  bees.  About 
one-tenth  or  one  hundred  men  are  engaged  in  the  business  in  a  com¬ 
mercial  way,  some  of  them  operating  five  hundred  to  one  thousand  colon¬ 
ies  and  doing  a  yearly  business  of  from  five  thousand  to  twenty  thousand 
dollars.  On  a  conservative  estimate  the  business  is  worth  over  a  million 
dollars  yearly  to  the  bee-keepers  alone,  while  the  benefit  resulting  from 
the  pollination  of  fruit,  alsike  and  sweet  clover  is  immense.

Fire  Protection  Again 


WHEN  is  the  matter  of  effective 
fire  protection  going  to  receive 
the  serious  attention  of  the  authorities? 
Last  November,  in  our  editorial  page, 
we  pointed  to  the  need  of  a  fire-fighting 
organization.  The  Student  Council  ap¬ 
pointed  Mr.  St.  John  “fire  chief,”  and 
that  is  the  total  of  our  efforts  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  lives  of  the  two  hundred  and 
fifty  students  in  the  old  residence.  If 
there  is  anything  humorous  in  the  adopt¬ 
ion  of  safety-first  measures  we  fail  to  see 
it,  yet  the  Council’s  appointment  was  for 
some  time  the  subject  of  much  laughter 
and  derision.  Mr.  St.  John  may  have 
been  laughed  out  of  a  true  feeling  of 
responsibility,  but  the  important  point 
is  that  as  far  as  we  are  aware  no  fire 
drill  has  been  held  and  no  further  or¬ 
ganization  work  done. 


If  anyone  doubts  the  statement  that 
the  Old  Residence  is  a  veritable  fire- 
trap,  a  careful  inspection  will  assuredly 
remove  them.  Only  the  outside  walls 
are  stone ;  the  whole  inside  structure  is 
a  mass  of  dry  wood.  Two  persons  can 

scarcely  pass  on  the  flimsy  stairways  that 
wind  down  elevator-like  shafts.  These 
could  in  two  minutes  belch  up  fire  like 
a  blast  chimney.  The  fire  escapes  are 
reached  in  many  cases  only  through  the 
windows  of  rooms,  and  these  exits  are 
awkward  to  find  at  night  when  the  room 
lights  are  turned  off.  The  placing  of 
the  fire-escapes  from  the  Hunts  is  so 
arranged  that  you  drop  from  the  foot 
of  the  ladder  some  ten  feet  through  a 
sunken  window  opening  into  the  base¬ 
ment. 
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If  with  the  present  inadequate  protec¬ 
tion  fire  should  occur,  there  will  assured¬ 
ly  be  a  loss  of  life.  Then  someone  will 
be  held  guilty  of  criminal  negligence. 
The  obvious  thing  to  do  is  to  ignore  the 


ridicule  of  the  thoughtless  and  insist 
upon  a  rigid  fire  drill  and  at  the  same 
time  consult  with  experts  upon  the  best 
means  of  protection  to  adopt. 


Too  Many  Hands  Spoil  the  Broth 


IT  seems  a  pity  that  because  our  Col¬ 
lege  is  Government  controlled  every 
member  of  the  House  should  deem  it 
his  privilege  to  publicly  express  his 
views  on  its  administration,  whether  he 
be  well  informed  on  agricultural  matters 
or  not.  One  of  these  gentlemen,  whose 
past  administration  of  Governmental  af¬ 
fairs  was  not  such  as  to  inspire  great 
confidence  in  his  ability  or  judgment, 
spread  himself  rather  freely  at  the  offi¬ 
cial  opening  of  the  Kemptville  Agricul¬ 
tural  School  on  the  matter  of  agricul¬ 
tural  education.  It  would  seem  that 
this  gentleman  was  loud  in  his  praise 
for  the  Kemptville  School  curriculum. 
But,  oh,  dear,  how  disappointing  to  him 
was  the  course  at  the  O.  A.  C.  The 
curriculum  was  too  broad  and  too  scien¬ 
tific  for  farmer’s  sons,  whose  outlook 


must  not,  apparently,  extend  beyond  the 
home  concession  line.  For  our  part,  we 
must  acknowledge  but  little  confidence 
in  his  views.  We  are  predisposed  in 
favour  of  the  curriculum  drawn  up  by 
gentlemen  who  .have  devoted  a  lifetime 
to  the  study  of  agricultural  education. 
We  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Hon. 
Member  leave  the  management  of  the 
O.  A.  C.  to  those  who  are  qualified  to 
administer  such  matters.  But,  as  super¬ 
ficial  criticism  is  the  order  of  the  day, 
and  apparently  everyone’s  privilege,  we 
might  state  that  the  administration  of 
the  Province’s  forest  resources  during 
the  past  few  years  has  not  altogether 
met  with  our  approval.  Some  attention 
by  our  critic  there  might  not  be  out  of 
place.

WE  cannot  let  this'  opportunity  pass 
without  expressing  our  thanks 
to  Dr.  Stevenson  for  the  splendid  series 
of  illustrated  lectures  and  musical  en¬ 
tertainment  provided  each  week  during 
the  previous  month.

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Our  British 

N  Feb,  4th,  Mr.  W.  H.  Staples,  a 
student  of  history  and  economics, 
spoke  to  a  meeting  of  the  Onion  Lit.  on 
the  subject  of  “Our  British  Connec¬ 
tions.  ”  He  was  undoubtedly  well  quali¬ 
fied  to  talk  on  this  question,  but  we 
consider  his  treatment  of  it  was  some¬ 
what  one-sided. 

Mr.  Staples  began  by  tracing  Canada’s 
political  development  from  early  colon¬ 
ial  days  and  emphasized  the  desire 
among  people  of  imperial  tendencies  in 
the  Old  Country  to  exploit  the  colonies 
as  a  source  of  wealth  for  the  Mother¬ 
land.  The  Imperial  Federation  League 
was  cited.  We  were  then  shown  how 
the  diplomats  of  Europe  dictated  our 
foreign  policy  and  how  we  might  at 
any  moment  be  embroiled  in  a  new  war 
by  their  secret  treaties.  Instances  of 
our  subjection  to  English  control  were 
also  dealt  with  such  as  the  right  of  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  Privy  Council,  the  formality 
of  a  Governor-General,  our  Parliamen¬ 
tary  Procedure,  coinage,  etc.  Our  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Empire  was  made  to 
appear  almost  a  millstone  about  our 
necks. 

From  this  we  were  led  to  the  idea  of 
fusion  with  the  United  States.  Com¬ 
pared  with  the  country  to  the  South, 
Canada  was  a  poor,  unproductive  piece 
of  territory.  Our  logical  channels  of 
trade  were  North  and  South,  not  East 
and  West.  Our  national  debt  and  the 
state  of  exchange  were  used  as  argu¬ 
ments  to  prove  that  we  are  paying  too 
great  a  price  financially  for  maintaining 
our  connections  with  Britain. 

We  do  not  quarrel  with  Mr.  Staples 
for  expressing  his  ideas  on  the  disad¬ 
vantages  of  our  position  within  the  Em¬ 
pire,  and  the  fact  that  they  are  not  often 


Connections 

so  frankly  spoken,  makes  them  none  the 
less  worthy  of  consideration.  But  he 
was  concerned  only  with  stating  his 
case  and  not  with  giving  an  analysis  of 
both  sides  of  the  problem.  Though  he 
remarked  at  the  end  of  his  speech  that 
he  did  not  wish  us  to  think  he  was  look¬ 
ing  forward  to  the  disruption  of  the 
Empire,  there  was  little  in  what  he  said 
to  support  this.  Nothing  was  said  of 
the  value  of  trade  within  the  Empire, 
nor  did  we  hear  one  good  word  for  the 
country  from  which  we  have  sprung  and 
to  which  we  are  attached  by  something 
more  than  imperial  decrees. 

The  “grasping”  colonial  policy  of  the 
Federation  League  is  now  a  thing  of 
the  past.  It  is  true  that  there  are  still 
some  remnants  of  the  old  scheme  of 
control  which  serve  no  useful  purpose 
and  should  be  discarded  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  But  they  are  undoubtedly 
going.  Our  request  to  the  King  that 
he  should  grant  no  more  titles  was  evi¬ 
dence  of  a  new  moral  independence. 
In  the  League  of  Nations  the  represen¬ 
tative  of  Canada  is  heard  on  an  equal 
footing  with  those  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  other  powers,  and  our  position  as 
a  nation  is  more  real  than  Mr.  Staples 
would  wish  us  to  believe. 

If  we  are  anxious  to  rate  as  a  na- 
tion,  to  take  our  place  in  the  world  and 
do  our  duty  as  such,  we  cannot  look  to 
annexation  by  the  U.  S.  A.  for  a  re¬ 
alization  of  this.  There  is  such  a  thing 
as  a  national  character,  of  which  we  are 
proud  and  whatever  may  be  our  in¬ 
terests  in  common  with  the  States,  our 
sympathies  and  ideals  are  not  necessar¬ 
ily  identical.  Must  we  throw  our  in¬ 
dividuality  into  the  melting  pot  of 
America  on*  the  threat  of  a  tarifif?  Are 
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we  to  cut  loose  from  the  Old  Country 
because  our  dollar  is  discounted  below 
the  border?  We  did  not  enter  the  war 
for  commercial  gain  and  we  can  pay 
the  cost  without  going  into  partnership 
with  our  creditor. 

As  for  the  statement  that  Canada  is 
a  comparatively  poor  country,  paralyzed 
by  frost  for  half  the  year,  we  can  only 
say  that  it  does  not  give  a  fair  impres¬ 
sion  of  a  new  land  which  has  a  wide 
range  of  climate,  millions  of  acres  un¬ 
rivalled  for  the  production  of  agricul¬ 
tural  goods,  and  natural  resources  of 
timber  and  minerals  that  are  yet  un¬ 
measured.  Our  neighbors  live  in  a 
fertile  country,  but  it  has  few  resources 
that  have  not  already  been  to  a  great 
degree  exploited. 


As  for  the  peril  of  British  foreign 
policy,  present  relations  between  (the 
States  and  Japan  only  go  to  show  that 
this  country  is  just  as  liable  to  be  drawn 
into  a  war  as  are  the  nations  of  Europe. 
America  cannot  isolate  herself  from  the 
world,  and  to  desert  the  Empire  and 
become  a  part  of  the  U.  S.  A.  would  be 
no  insurance  against  our  becoming  in¬ 
volved  in  international  conflict.  At  a 
time  when  better  understanding  between 
nations  is  the  professed  aim  of  all  civi¬ 
lization,  Canada  can  do  her  part  by  pro¬ 
moting  friendly  relations  between  the 
British  Empire  and  the  United  States. 
To  follow  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Staples 
would  be  but  t6  create  a  rupture  between 
these  two  great  divisions  of  English- 
speaking  people. 


Canada’s  Future 

Further  Opinion  on  Ties  of  Empire 


AT  the  last  meeting  of  the  Union 
Literary  Society,  in  Massey  Hall, 
Feb.  4,  1921,  the  audience  heard  an 
address  on  what  the  speaker  admitted 
to  be  a  rather  delicate  subject.  The 
speech  was  entitled  “Relationship  of 
Canada  Within  the  Empire.”  This  was 
to  some  extent  a  camouflage — probably 
unintentional — as  I  believe  most  of  the 
audience  were  surprised  at  the  nature 
of  the  address ;  for  the  speaker  deliver¬ 
ed  as  politely  and  as  pleasantly  as  he 
could  a  number  of  arguments  on  the 
possibility  of  Canada’s  breaking  away 
from  the  Empire,  and  starting  an  inde¬ 
pendent  national  existence  of  her  own. 

The  speaker  seemed  to  apologize  for 
taking  the  apparently  anti-British  point 
of  view  that  he  did,  but  said  he  thought 


the  question  of  Canada’s  future  an  im¬ 
portant  one,  that  it  would  be  safer  to 
consider  the  arguments  he  had  given  us 
and,  if  possible,  find  a  remedy  for  them, 
rather  than  ignore  them  for  the  present 
and  have  to  deal  with  them  a  few  years 
hence,  when  circumstances  may  have 
caused  a  less  friendly  relationship  be¬ 
tween  the  Governments  of  Canada  and 
Great  Britain  than  exists  to-day.  There 
are  likely  many  of  us  who  consider  this 
an  exaggerated  view  to  take  of  the 
situation,  but  for  the  sake  of  argument, 
we  shall  consider  it  worthy  of  discus¬ 
sion. 

The  British  Empire  has  been  very 
aptly  termed  by  that  eminent  soldier- 
statesman,  General  Smuts,  “The  British 
Federation  of  Nations.”  Fie  fought 
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against  Great  Britain  in  the  Boer  war, 
but  can  now  be  called  a  pro-Empire 
man,  and  is  one  who  realizes,  that  in  this 
union  there  is  power ;  that  the  high 
standing  that  Great  Britain  holds  in  the 
world  to-day — and  it  has  never  been 
higher — is  shared  by  the  other  countries 
in  this  Federation.  In  such  a  system 
of  Governments,  there  must  be  a  cen¬ 
tral  Parliament  where  the  main  issues 
are  decided.  The  Empire  can  be  liken¬ 
ed  to  a  wheel ;  London  politically  is  the 
hub,  the  Dominions  form  the  rim,  and 
the  bonds  which  hold  them  together,  the 
navy,  the  mercantile  marine,  trade  re¬ 
lationships,  and  a  common  history  can 
be  considered  as  the  spokes,  each  part 
being  necessary  and  yet  dependent  on 
the  rest. 

Referring  again  to  Mr.  Staple’s  ad¬ 
dress,  he  considered  that  one  of  the 
chief  grievances  that  Canada  had  against 
Great  Britain,  and  the  one  liable  to 
cause  friction  between  the  two  Govern¬ 
ments,  was  that  Canada  had  no  say 
with  regard  to  her  foreign  policy,  which 
was  determined  by  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment. 

Let  us  remember  that  this  foreign 
policy  is,  and  must  be,  the  same  for  the 
Empire  as  a  whole.  Each  unit  in  the 
Empire  can  govern  its  own  private  af¬ 
fairs  very  well,  but  their  relationships 
to  a  country  outside  the  Empire  cannot 
be  at  variance  with  the  other.  That  is 
to  say,  there  can  be  only  one  foreign 
policy  for  the  Empire 

Now,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
a  wealthy  and  powerful  nation  can  make 
better  bargains  with  other  countries  as 
regards  its  foreign  policy  than  a  small 
nation.  So  that  Canada,  in  a  state  of 


complete  independence — in  which  state 
she  would  be  a  comparatively  small 
nation — would  have  a  difficult  task 
making  her  own  foreign  policy.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  supposing  that  Canada  was 
governed  by  the  U.S.,  where  would  her 
foreign  policy  then  be  made?  At  Ot¬ 
tawa?  Not  likely;  rather,  Washing¬ 
ton. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  some  improve¬ 
ment  could  be  made  in  the  system  by 
which  foreign  policies  are  formed  by 
the  British  Government.  When  this 
business  is  being  considered,  each  of  the 
Governments  in  the  Empire  should  have 
its  representatives  there  to  consider  the 
question.  This  would  form  a  sort  of 
Empire  Parliament,  which  should  pre¬ 
vent  secret  treaties  being  formed,  and 
where  international  affairs  could  be  set¬ 
tled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  various 
representatives  of  the  Empire. 

A  strong  pro-British  policy  for  this 
country  need  not  necessarily  create  any 
ill-feeling  between  Canada  and  the 
States,  nor  should  it  hinder  the  further 
development  of  trade  between  the  two 
countries.  At  the  same  time  the  British 
and  Canadian  Governments  should  do 
all  they  can  to  increase  inter-colonial 
trade. 

It  does  not  seen  unreasonable  to  ex¬ 
pect  that  these  three  countries,  Great 
Britain,  Canada  and  the  U.S.A.,  having 
the  same  language  and  the  same  ances¬ 
try  should  be  able  to  grow  and  pros¬ 
per  together  without  dispute,  provided 
that  their  Governments  can  show  event 
a  moderate  amount  of  justice  and  toler¬ 
ance  toward  the  other.

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Canada’s  hirst  Child  Welfare  Conference 


It  was  on  October  19th  and  20th, 
1920,  that  the  Federal  Health  De¬ 
partment  summoned  to  Ottawa  some 
two  hundred  representatives  from 
Public  Health  and  Social  Welfare 
Organizations  of  the  Dominion. 
Macdonald  Institute  has  for  years 
been  educating  students  along 
the  lines  which  the  Health  and 
Child  Welfare  Authorities  now 
declare  to  be  the  most  emphatic 
need  of  the  nation,  so  it  was  no  sur¬ 
prise  when  Macdonald  Institute  was 
requested  to  send  a  representative 
to  this  historic  gathering. 

The  Committee  room  in  the  Daly 
Building,  although  chosen  by  the 
Department  of  Health  was  over¬ 
crowded,  over-heated  and  badly  ven¬ 
tilated,  a  fact  that  was  forgotten  as 
the  discussion  became  spirited  —  a 
triumph  of  mind  over  discomfort. 

The  first  hours  of  the  first  day 
were  given  over  to  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  plan  of  work  and  general 
policy  of  the  Child  Welfare  Division 
of  the  Department  of  Health.  Then 
for  those  who  were  appointed  to  the 
Organization  Committee  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  time  was  occupied  in 
organization  for  co-operation. 

The  Child  Welfare  Division  out¬ 
lined  their  plan,  portions  of  which 
I  selected  as  of  more  interest  to  us. 

Co-operation  with  all  agencies, 
Voluntary  Societies  or  other  organ¬ 


izations  interested  in  Child  Welfare. 
Co-operation  with  Departments  of 
Education,  in  reference  more  es¬ 
pecially  to  the  instruction  of  teach¬ 
ers  as  to  the  -  great  principles  of 
Child  Welfare. 

Legislation 

To  make  a  study  of  the  work  of 
Children’s  Courts. 

To  inform  the  public  of  the  need 
of  such  courts,  etc. 

To  devote  attention  to  the  needs 
and  general  welfare  of  immigrant 
children. 

To  make  studies  of  laws  relating 
to  Child  Welfare  and  the  interests  of 
home  life  in  Canada  and  in  other 
countries. 

(Who  knows  but  what  women  were 
admitted  to  the  franchise  for  just 
such  work  as  this ! ) 

To  direct  and  influence  public 
opinion  in  favour  of  everything  that 
will  encourage  good  health,  good 
morals,  good  manners,  good  citizen¬ 
ship  in  childhood. 

Preventive  Measures 

To  assist  in  educating  parents  and 
the  general  public  as  to  the  serious 
character  of  the  so-called  “Diseases 
of  Childhood,”  and  as  to  the  proper 
method  of  preventing  these. 

To  secure  for  every  child  oppor- 
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tunities  for  education,  that  illiteracy 
may  disappear  from  our  country. 

Education  for  the  Homes 

To  bring  before  the  nation  the 
imperative  need  of  providing  teach¬ 
ing  in  organizing  the  work  of  the 
home  (including  the  care  of  child¬ 
ren;  nutrition;  cooking;  cleaning: 
washing;  making  and  caring  for 
clothing;  buying  and  cash  account¬ 
ing)  on  a  satisfactory  economic  and 
social  basis,  and  studying  out  the 
best  means  by  which  this  may  be 
done. 

(The  reader  will  mark  how  Mac¬ 
donald  Institute  is  meeting  this 
"’imperative  need.”) 

Housing 

To  make  studies  of  housing  as  it 
affects  maternal  and  child  welfare, 
and  to  publish  the  results  in  popular 
form. 

(Macdonald  Institute  students  af¬ 
ter  studying  Sanitation  and  House¬ 
hold  Administration  are  requested 
to  draw  plans  for  suitable  dwelling 
houses.) 

Dietetics 

To  assist  information  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  as  to  the  best  foods  and  methods 
of  feeding  for  children  of  pre-school 
age,  and  the  means  whereby  mal¬ 
nutrition  may  be  prevented. 

Recreation 

To  direct  attention  to  Play  as  an 
indispensable  part  of  the  child’s 
heritage. 

To  take  an  active  and  friendly  in¬ 
terest  in  children  whose  proper  mor¬ 
al,  physical  or  intellectual  develop¬ 
ment  has  been  hindered  or  prevent¬ 
ed  by  unfavourable  conditions. 

The  aim  of  the  Federal  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health,  in  calling  us  to¬ 


gether,  was  to  secure  co-operation 
among  all  who  are  working  for 
Child  Welfare  in  Canada,  that  there 
might  be  general  unity  of  purpose 
and  harmony  of  action. 

To  this  end  there  was  organized 
a  Canadian  Council  on  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  to  co-operate  with  the  Health 
Department  at  Ottawa  to  prepare  a 
national  programme  for  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  work  in  Canada;  this  Council 
to  be  composed  of  representatives 
from  Provincial  organizations,  and 
from  voluntary  societies  and  other 
national  agencies  doing  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  work.

Sophomore  Concert 


Fortunate  is  he  to  whom  cometh  an 
opportunity  of  seeing  himself  as  others 
see  him.  To  Professors  Toole,  Sack- 
ville,  Tomlinson,  Dean,  Howitt,  Graham 
and  Stevenson  came  this  opportunity  at 
the  Sophomore  Concert  in  the  Gymna¬ 
sium  on  Friday,  February  the  eleventh. 
The  original  sketch,  “Bull  a  la  Scrub,” 
was  clever  and  Mr.  Kinchsular’s  handl¬ 
ing  of  the  Freshman  Stock  Judging 
Class  will  be  remembered.  He  has  the 
happy  knack  of  getting  his  points  over 


the  footlights  without  making  them  ap¬ 
pear  laboured.  His  remarks  during  the 
calling  of  the  roll,  “If  you’re  not  here 
don’t  answer  your  name,”  and  his  reply 
to  a  requestion  regarding  the  Bull’s  re¬ 
cord,  “Yes,  he  has  a  record, — I  meant 
to  play  it  for  you  to-day — but  I  came 
in  rather  a  hurry  and  left  it  on  the  desk 
in  my  office,”  created  much  laughter 
and,  when  the  audience  burst  into  ap¬ 
plause  in  the  midst  of  an  impersonation 
which  was  uncanningly  lifelike,  he  got 
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no  more  than  he  and  the  compilers  of 
the  sketch  merited. 

Messrs.  Dawson  and  Buckley,  as 
the  bull,  were  true  to  life,  the  death 
scene  in  the  finale  had  the  right  pathetic 
touch  even  if  the  animal’s  head  was  a 
little  too  sweetly  motherly  in  expression 
to  be  masculine. 

Miss  Mabel  Doherty  carried  the  audi¬ 
ence  with  her  in  all  her  moods.  She 
has  evidently  a  wide  repertoire  and  her 
choice  of  songs  could  not  have  been 
improved  upon.  The  unaffected  ease 
of  her  poise  and  her  simple  method  of 
delivery  were  refreshing.  The  voice 
was  clear  and  under  admirable  control, 
well  modulated  to  the  very  exacting 
acoustics  of  the  Gymnasium.  In  all  her 
interpretations  she  relied  upon  the  flexi¬ 
bility  of  her  voice  and  a  dainty  sugges¬ 
tion  of  expression.  She  was  happiest, 
probably,  in  her  medley  of  Popular  Airs, 
although  Scott’s  ‘Blackbird,’  with  its 
suggestions  of  the  Elizabethian,  was  her 
greatest  triumph  and  displayed  all  the 
artistry  of  her  voice  and  temperament. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Cameron — some  has  called 
him  the  Veteran  Entertainer —gave  us 
plenty  of  chuckles  and  plenty  of  catches 
in  the  throat,  without  any  undue  har¬ 
rowing  of  our  feelings.  The  Review’s 
pet  shillalah  wielder  complained  that  his 
Irish  brogue  had  a  little  too  much  of 
the  Scotch  in  it  to  get  him  past  St. 
Peter,  but  our  private  Haggis  gulper 
could  find  no  grounds  for  complaint.  It 
is  a  treat  to  have  one’s  attention  held  by 
an  artist.  Mr.  Cameron  was  generous 
and,  like  Miss  Doherty,  he  carried  us 
easily  from  grave  to  gay  The  render¬ 
ing  of  Grossmith’s  “See  Me  Dance  a 
Polka,”  would  be  difficult  to  beat,  and 
his  rambling  nonsense  numbers  were 
genuinely  funny. 

Professor  Blackwood  sang  two  spir¬ 
ited  songs,  “Son  of  Mine,”  from  Wal¬ 


lace’s  “Freebooter”  series,  and  “High¬ 
landers  Fix  Bayonets,”  by  O’Hara.  The 
Professor  is  always  willing  to  help  in 
any  College  activity  and  on  this  occa¬ 
sion,  as  always,  he  gave  his  audience 
something  well  worth  while. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Mills  sang  Sanderson’s 
“Shipmates  of  Mine”  well  and  earned  a 
very  hearty  encore.  Mr.  W.  A.  Jack- 
son  has  a  glorious  voice,  powerful  and 
true  and  is  gifted  with  a  wonderful 
natural  production.  He  lacks  restraint, 
however,  although,  to  use  the  language 
of  the  judging4  pavilion,  “Jackson’s 
voice  is  a  hummer.” 

‘The  Fusser’  was  another  original 
idea  and  gave  the  audience  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  seeing  some  capable  actors  ap¬ 
pear  for  the  first  time  on  the  College 
stage.  We  cannot  help  congratulating 
Mr.  Cockburn  on  his  brilliant  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  scenery  for  the  sketch.  He 
brought  to  us  the  double  effect  of  the 
Mac  Hall  drawing  room  and  the  Men’s 
Residence  in  one  scene.  Mr.  Beattie,  as 
the  Fusser,  who  is  lured  to  his  doom  by 
the  siren  imported  for  his  especial  bene- 
lt,  was  funny  and  handled  his  lines  with 
ease  and  point.

This  is  an  age  of  specializing  and 
specialists.  We  all  aim  to  do  one 
thing  better  than  anybody  else  can 
do  it.

But  the 
Philharmonic  Society  did  not  fail  to 
give  its  audiences  on  Thursday  and 
Friday  evenings,  February  24th  and 
25th,  one  of  the  best  concerts,  using 
purely  local  talent,  that  it  has  been 
our  delight  to  witness  at  this  col¬ 
lege.  Whatever  our  mood,  our 
thoughts,  our  prejudices,  our  expec¬ 
tancies,  we  found  ourselves  captivat¬ 
ed  and  entertained.  We  enjoyed  our¬ 
selves  thoroughly — thanks  be  to  Mr. 
W.  H.  Cockburn,  Stage  Manager,  and 
Mr.  G.  E.  Patton,  Producer.

The  programme  commenced  with 
the  orchestra  and  the  beautiful  well- 
known  valse  from  the  “Maid  of  the 
Mountain,”  followed  by  the  Nation¬ 
al  Anthem  “O  Canada,”  and  a  rol¬ 
licking  folk  song  chorus,  “Four  Jolly 
Smiths,”  (S.  Leslie),  by  the  Choral 
Olub.  The  chorus  sang  with  expres¬ 


sion  and  precision,  but  more  feeling 
and  vitality  would  have  given  the 
audience  a  deeper  grasp  of  the  inter¬ 
pretation.  The  basses  lacked  some¬ 
what  in  balancing  volume,  and  it 
was  very  annoying  to  notice  that 
few  from  the  total  number  of  ladies 
who  have  appeared  at  the  practices 
were  present  at  the  performances. 
Later  in  the  evening  we  enjoyed  “O 
Who  Will  O’er  the  Downs  So  Free” 
(Pearsall),  and  Mr.  Trueman’s  cle¬ 
ver  college  song  “The  Red  and  Blue,” 
to  the  air  of  “The  Heart  that  Once 
through  Tara’s  Flails.”  Prof.  Black¬ 
wood  had  evidently  worked  very 
hard  with  his  choir,  and  the  success 
would  have  been  far  greater  if  all* 
of  his  choir  had  worked  hard  for 
him. 

The  famous  Mac  Hall  beauty  chor¬ 
us,  wondrous  fair  in  white  satin  and 
myriad  colored  jumpers,  stole  our 
heart,  and  those  of  their  faithful 
swains  in  a  clever  concerted  ar¬ 
rangement  of  the  well-known  “Col¬ 
lege  Days”  from  “Bing  Boys.”

The  whole  cast  must  be  con¬ 
gratulated  upon  a  carefully  prepar¬ 
ed,  clear  and  interesting  perfor¬ 
mance.  Miss  Gardiner,  as  the  typist, 
accentuated  our  former  opinion  of 
her  acting.  She  evinced  a  clear  grasp 
of  the  real  character-study  in  a  very 
difficult  and  often  one-sided  dialog¬ 
ue,  being  very  careful  in  her  diction 
but  convincing  in  her  expression. 
Miss  B.  Leach  was  overwhelmed  into 
a  most  natural  and  realistic  state  of 
subjection  by  her  pompous,  conceit¬ 
ed  husband.  Mr.  Unwin  as  Sir  Harry 
Sims  gave  proof  of  previous  exper¬ 
ience  and  clear  cultivated  elocution, 
but  was  possibly  too  gentle  for  such 
a  successful  and  offensively  egotisti¬ 
cal  business  man.  Mr.  Barnsley  was 
a  perfect  butler  —  he  seemed  at 
home.  The  pace  of  the  whole 
story  we  think  might  have  been 
.somewhat  improved. 

The  evening  concluded  with  a 
War  Sketch,  “Behind  the  Lines,” 
very  cleverly  prepared  by  stud¬ 
ents  of  the  First  Year.  Even  the 
“Better  ’Ole”  could  take  points  from 
this  vivid  series  of  Orderly  Room 
incidents  in  the  daily  routine  of 
army  life.  Sgt.  Graball’s  ignorance 
of  his  corpulent  tendency  and  child¬ 
ish  innocence  under  official  scrut¬ 
iny;  Private  Tickler’s  irrepressible 
eagerness  to  let  the  whole  world 
know  his  opinion  of  the  Sgt. -Major 
and  his  captors,  and  his  amorous 
“Kiss  Me  Sergeant;”  Col.  Bumper’s 
bare  tolerance  of  any  infringement 
of  discipline,  yet  sportive  display  of 
his  own  sense  of  humour;  Sgt. -Ma¬ 
jor  Bark’s  stentorian  tones;  these  are 
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only  a  bare  sample  of  the  wealth  of 
clever  “hits.”  The  fun  was  immense.

It  will  be  of  interest  to  all  O.A.C. 
men  and  others  who  are  working 
for  the  advancement  of  agriculture 
in  Ontario  to  know  of  the  meeting 
held  in  Chatham,  January  26th,  dur¬ 
ing  the  week  of  the  Corn  Show. 
The  meeting,  held  in  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  rooms,  was  attended 
by  some  thirty  O.A.C.  Old  Boys,  and 
also  other  men  who  are  interested 


in  the  program  of  reconstruction 
that  this  association  is  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  carry  out.  A  letter  from  Hon. 
Manning  Doherty,  regretting  his 
inability  to  attend  and  speak  on 
“Rural  Credits,”  was  read.  After  the 
routine  business  was  settled,  special 
reports  were  read  and  discussed  by 
the  members.  In  the  absence  of  Mr. 
James  H.  Wheaton,  Thorndale,  Mr. 
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H.  S.  Fry  read  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Agriculture  in  Rural 
Schools.  A  thorough  discussion  of 

the  subject  followed,  and  some  very 
valuable  ideas  were  set  forth  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  teaching  of  Rural  Sci¬ 
ence  in  schools.  Mr.  J.  H.  Smith,  I. 
P.  S.,  for  East  Kent,  pointed  out  that 
for  the  most  satisfactory  results, 
rural  science  had  to  be  related  to 
practical  agriculture  and  this  could 
very  well  be  done  by  the  application 
of  principles  learned  to  everyday 
farm  problems.  Mr.  R.  H.  Abraham 
favoured  school  gardens,  school 
fairs,  and  home  projects  so  long  as 
they  were  the  means  to  an  end. 
The  best  education  that  a  man  can 
get  is  that  which  makes  him  in¬ 
tensely  interested  in  the  work  he  is 
doing.  In  pursuance  of  this  idea 
it  was  pointed  out  that  there  are 
some  twenty  prominent  exhibitors 
at  the  Chatham  Corn  Show  between 
fifteen  and  twenty  years  of  age  who 
claim  that  their  success  is  due  to 
the  training  they  received  at  the 
corn  fairs  held  in  the  rural  schools. 
A  young  man  in  Kent  County  who 
is  a  successful  poultry  exhibitor 
states  that  the  information  he  re¬ 
ceived  when  showing  at  a  school 
fair  as  a  boy  inspired  him  to  go  on 
and  exhibit  on  a  larger  scale.  So 
much  for  the  practical  side  of  the 
question.  It  seemed  to  be  the  gen¬ 
eral  opinion  that  the  purpose  of  rur¬ 
al  science  on  the  public  school  cur¬ 
riculum  is  defeated  when  the  child 
gets  practical  work  to  such  an  ex¬ 
tent  that  the  underlying  principles 
are  lost  sight  of.  As  he  advances — 
as  he  reaches  high  school — he  should 
get  less  theory  and  a  larger 
amount  of  practical  work,  so  that 
if  he  desires,  he  may  branch  out  and 
take  some  special  science  that  will 


bear  directly  on  the  work  he  is  go¬ 
ing  to  make  his  vocation.  A  copy 
of  this  report  has  been  sent  to  the 
Minister  of  Education. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Fry  reported  upon  the 
progress  of  the  Provincial  O.A.C. 
Alumni  Association.  A  committee  of 
seven  were  appointed  to  pass  upon 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  at 
a  meeting  in  Toronto,  March  10th, 
final  steps  will  be  taken  toward 
forming  this  association.  Mr.  L,  IT. 
Newman,  who  is  honorary  secretary 
of  the  Canadian  Society  of  Techni¬ 
cal  Agriculturists,  in  addressing  the 
members  on  this  subject,  stated  that 
it  was  most  desirable  that  the  0.  A. 
C.  Alumni  Association  be  linked  up 
with  the  C.  S.  T.  A.  Ontario,  he 
said,  was  the  only  province  without 
official  representation  in  this  so¬ 
ciety,  and  it  was  hoped  that  before 
very  long  the  two  associations  would 
be  joined  and  working  along  the 
same  channels.  A  very  animated  dis¬ 
cussion  arose  out  of  the  question  of 
an  experiment  station  for  South¬ 
western  Ontario.  It  was  the  concen¬ 
sus  of  opinion  that  the  agricultural 
possibilities  of  this  part  of  the  pro¬ 
vince  were  as  yet  hardly  touched. 
Many  of  the  speakers  were  firm  in 
the  opinion  that  if  such  a  station 
were  established  they  would  find 
many  avenues  for  development  hith¬ 
erto  undiscovered.  Mr.  J.  O.  Duke, 
of  Ruthven  stated  that  the  develop¬ 
ing  of  Virginia  tobacco  and  early  to¬ 
matoes  has  been  carried  on  by  pri¬ 
vate  enterprise,  and  it  is  high  time 
that  all  farmers  should  learn  some 
branch  of  specialized  farming  that 
would  net  them  large  returns.  In 
his  opinion,  an  experiment  station 
that  would  develop  the  resources 
now  unknown  is  the  very  thing  for 
this  section  of  the  province.  Of 
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course  there  would  be  difficulties  to 
face  in  the  event  of  such  a  station 
being  established,  and  one  of  these 
would  be  the  matter  of  financing  it. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  while  these 
stations  could  be  established  in  many 
centres  and  do  good  work,  yet  it 
would  be  impossible  for  them  to 
carry  on  successfully  unless  they 
had  the  whole-hearted  support  of 
the  farmers  in  the  territory  served, 
and  sufficient  financial  backing  to 
have  them  supplied  with  proper 
equipment  and  efficient  staffs.  Be¬ 
fore  a  station  could  be  started  the 
people  of  the  surrounding  territory 
should  show  conclusively  that  they 
were  really  in  sympathy  with  the 
movement  and  would  give  it  their 
support. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  next 
meeting  in  London.  This  will  be  the 
annual  meeting,  and  will  be  a  good 
opportunity  for  members  to  pay  their 
fees,  and  for  non-members  to  join 
the  association. 

The  officers  of  the  association 
were  commended  upon  their  prepar¬ 
ation  of  such  good  programmes 
as  have  been  presented  to  the 
membership  since  the  association 
was  started,  and  it  was  a  source  of 
gratification  to  know  that  there  are 
such  energetic  workers  who  have 
vision  and  who  are  attempting  with 
success  the  mastery  of  some  very 
unwieldy  problems  of  readjustment.

WESTERN  ONTARIO  ALUMNI 

The  Secretary’s  Report  of  the 
activities  of  the  Western  Ontario 
O.A.C.  Alumni  Association  for  1920 
makes  very  interesting  reading. 
This  report  shows  the  value  and  in¬ 
fluence  of  such  organizations  in 
bringing  before  the  public  and  those 
in  authority  the  just  claims  of  agri¬ 
culture,  and  professional  agricultur¬ 
ists.  Public  opinion  must  be  dis¬ 
abused  of  the  idea  that  public  ser¬ 
vants  can  give  their  lives  to  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  agriculture,  regardless 
of  providing  for  old  age,  education 
of  children  and  other  duties. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  import¬ 
ant  subjects  discussed  at  any  meet¬ 
ing  during  the  year  was  the  matter 
of  transferring  the  extension  work 
in  agriculture  from  the  control  of 
the  department  of  agriculture,  To¬ 
ronto,  to  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College,  Guelph.  A  very  definite 
outline  of  the  proposed  system  and 
clear  diagrammatic  representation 
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of  the  system  in  action  was  drawn 
up.  A  delegation  of  five  explained 
the  memorandum  and  the  diagram 
to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture.  He 
was  much  impressed  and  declared 
that  this  was  in  harmony  with  his 
views  and  he  hoped  some  day  in  the 
future  to  carry  out  the  transfer  along 
the  lines  suggested. 

The  Premier  of  Ontario  was  me- 
moralized  with  regard  to  the  plac¬ 
ing  of  the  office  of  the  Agent-Gener¬ 
al  for  Ontario  under  the  control  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  in¬ 
stead  of  under  the  Department  of 
Lands  and  Forests.  This  transfer  has 
already  been  effected. 

A  strong  resolution,  embodying 
the  ideas  of  the  Western  Ontario 
Alumni  Association,  with  regard  to 
the  place  of  agriculture  on  the  school 
curriculum,  was  forwarded  to  the 
Minister  of  Education.  A  reply  was 
received  voicing  the  approval  of  the 
minister.  The  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion  has  made  no  definite  changes 
in  the  system,  which  may  lead  us  to 
believe  that  they  are  giving  the  mat¬ 
ter  serious  consideration  and  are  not 
springing  a  new  policy  without  suf¬ 
ficient  investigation. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year 
there  was  considerable  dissatisfac¬ 
tion  among  the  staff  of  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College  in  regard  to  in¬ 
adequate  salaries.  This  association 
urged  upon  the  minister  of  agricul¬ 
ture  the  necessity  of  giving  remun¬ 
eration  sufficient  to  retain  the  best 
men  in  the  service  of  the  college. 
It  is  believed  that  considerable  has 
been  done  during  the  past  year  to 
satisfy  the  college  staff. 


A  comprehensive  membership 
drive  is  to  be  put  on  shortly  and  it 
is  the  duty  of  every  student  and  ex¬ 


student  of  the  College  to  enroll  and 
swell  the  ranks  of  organized  agri¬ 
culture.
